— The shipyard at the edge of the 
Marblehead cliffs where many fam­ 
ous yacht® were built, and aircrafts 
later were manufactured, is to be 
chanced soon into a residential site. 
In 1905 W. Sterling Burgess, a 
naval architect, purchased the Jana 
and erected a yacht building plant. 
He constructed a marine railway, 
and the rock was • blasted to pre­ 
pare a channel which would acco­ 
modate-vessels with a draft of l l 
foet. Another adjunct to the yard 
was the Ox, a 50-foot steamer de­ 
signed 
for 
towing. 
Mr. 
Burgess 
carried both pilot’s and engineer’s 
licenses to operate the ship. Later 
Mrs. Burgess was granted pilot’s 
paper®, and came into prominence 
as the only woman pilot on the 
coast. 
The first boat to take sliape Was 
the Pontiac, for George 
Silsbee. 
Many other yachts followed, some 
of which were successful in champ­ 
ionship races in Boston, New York, 
Newf Orleans and other racing cen­ 
ters. 
In 1907 the 110-foot 
gasoline 
passenger boat 
Pineland 
of 300 
ho repower was built for Hayden 
& Co., of Niw Orleans. The Pine­ 
land was one of the first vessels to 
be p ro filed successfully by motor. 
Airplane construction was begun

He constructed a marine railway, 
and the rock was • blasted to pro- 
pare a channel which would acco- 
mod'ate-vessels with a draft of 11 
foet. Anotiher adjunct to the yard 
was the Ox, a, 50-foot steamer de- 
signed

Mr. Burgess 


carried both pilot's afid engineer's 
licenses to operate the ship. Later 
Mrs. Burgess was granted pilot's 
paper-s, and came into prominencfe 
as the only woman pilot on the 
coast. 


The first boat to take shape Was 
the Pontiac, for George 
Silsbee. 


Many other yatihits followed, some 
of which were successful in champ- 
ionship races in Boston* Ne.w York, 
New Orleans and other racing cen- 
ters. 


In 1907 the 110-foot 
gasoline 


passenger 'boat 
Pineland 
of 300 


horepower was built for 
Haj'den 


& Co., of New Orleans. The Fine- 
land was one of the first'vessels-to 
be propelled successfully by .motor. 


Airplane construction was begun 


in 1909 and the 
first- 
complete 


craft \yas tested in February, 1910, 
by Mr. Burgess, A. M. Herring- and 
Norman Prince. This flight was the 
first made in New England. 


In the summer of the same year, 


Mr. Burgess opened a testing and 
flying station at Plum Island, near 
Nenvlburyport, 
and the product of 


the Marblehead factory was taken 
lo the station by Hie Ox. 
Claude 


Grahame-White, 
British 
aviator, 


made tho first flight over the city 
of London in a 
Marblohead-ibuilt 


airplane. In 1911 Harry N- Atwood 
attained fame by his flight in a 
Burgess plane from Marblehead to 
\Yashington. During the fall of that 
year another of these planes was 
fitted with pontoons and pilots suc- 
ceeded in making it alight on and 
take off from the surface of the 
ocean, heralding the now familiar 
seaplane.

after the Smyrna disaster 'had driv- 
en 250,000 men, women and chil- 
dren from Syria. 


The condition of

refugee 


camps was almost indescribable, ac- 
cording to Dr. Wirt. Stripped of the 
veneer 
of ordinary life, most of 


the refugees quickly reverted to a 
state below the 
lowest . savages. 


There wiere no sanitary faculties. 


Four hundred.of the Armenians, 


refusing to be ^crushed by their mis- 
fortunes, appealed to the Neiu" East 
Relief commissioner in Athens for 
a separate piece of «lean ground 
wh'ere they could get away from 
the

camps. Their requst was granted. 


Immediately the 400 started work

lief commissioner. Dr. Wirt went to 
investigate.
